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LETTER  FROM  THE  CLERK 
To  Members  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 

Dear  Friends: 

Two  quotations  from  the  past  suggest  what  we 
are  looking  for  in  the  coming  sessions  of  Yearly 
Meeting  and  what  I hope  may  be  the  character  of 
our  Meetings  for  Business.  Alexander  Parker 
wrote  to  Margaret  Fell  concerning  a Yearly  Meet- 
ing in  1660:  “So  Friends  in  wisdom  may  let  one 
another  know  of  it,  for  there  is  a service  in  it  and 
good  and  true  refreshment  it  is  for  brethren  to  be- 
hold one  another  that  love  may  be  renewed.”  Sure- 
ly it  is  this  refreshment  of  our  beholding  one 
another  that  gives  poignancy  to  our  anticipation 
of  meeting  in  McMinnville  in  August.  We  think  of 
dear  names  and  faces,  members  of  one  another. 

But  there  is  service  in  it  too,  and  the  least  mem- 
ber hath  an  office  and  is  serviceable.  This  means 
that  there  are  no  observers.  We  are  all  involved  in 
Yearly  Meeting,  for  it  is  a community.  The  One 
who  holds  us  together,  who  appoints  us  to  our  ser- 
vice according  to  our  gifts,  presides  in  our  meet- 
ings. It  was  a Yearly  Meeting  in  New  England  in 
1743  attended  by  5000  which  was  described  as  a 
“most  solemn,  weighty,  awful  time.”  Our  times  are 
apt  to  shrink  from  these  adjectives.  However,  un- 
congenial as  they  may  sound  to  our  ears,  they  ex- 
press what  must  be  our  feeling  when  we  consider 
our  claims  for  Friends’  manner  of  conducting 
business.  The  community  which  is  built  from  our 
worship  considers  suggestions  and  makes  deci- 
sions in  the  serious  and  awed  conviction  that  the 
Presence  in  our  midst  is  speaking  to  our  hearts  and 
minds  in  business  as  in  worship. 

May  I add  a word  from  our  English  Friends: 
“Let  us  remember  continually  in  prayer  the  clerks 
at  the  table.”  My  own  prayer  follows: 

Dear  God  and  Father,  we  need  help  in  reach- 
ing right  decisions.  We  pray  now  for  help  in  a 
greater  need;  to  know  Thee  present  in  our  meet- 
ings when  the  timid  and  untried  find  courage  to 
speak  for  Thee,  when  the  contentious  find  pa- 
tience, and  when  we  all  know  ourselves  of  service 
in  Thy  kingdom.

BULLETIN  COMMITTEE 

The  annual  report  of  the  Bulletin  Committee 
consists  largely  in  the  issues  of  the  Friends  Bulle- 
tin published  during  the  past  year.  The  practice  of 
sending  in  reports  of  regional  meetings  has  im- 
proved, and  we  hope  that  next  year  all  such  events 
will  be  reported.  A number  of  articles  and  poems 
have  evoked  comment,  and  the  response  to  the 
proposed  issue  on  Friends  and  the  Arts  has  been 
generous  and  encouraging.  We  plan  to  publish 
that  issue  in  the  near  future. 

Financially  the  Bulletin  continues  to  do  well, 
with  about  three-quarters  of  the  Monthly  Meet- 
ings assuming  responsibility  for  paying  for  their 
members,  and  a number  of  individuals  contribut- 
ing beyond  the  basic  subscription  costs.  To  give 
Friends  an  idea  of  how  funds  are  collected  and 
spent,  a brief  report  follows,  covering  the  fiscal 
year  July  1,  1965  to  June  30,  1966:

EDUCATION  COMMITTEE 

We  all  look  to  Yearly  Meeting  for  new  impetus 
and  inspiration  to  help  us  meet  our  responsibilities 
as  members  in  the  Society  of  Friends.  Some  of  the 
help  we  gain  from  this  fellowship  at  Yearly  Meet- 
ing comes  from  the  spontaneous  exchange  be- 
tween Friends,  and  some  comes  as  a result  of  well 
thought  out  and  planned-for-in-advance  sessions 
on  agenda,  special  interest  groups,  workshops, 
etc.  The  Education  Committee  has  thought  it 


might  be  feasible  to  present  a report  relating  to 
concerns  expressed  in  many  quarters  on  problems 
families  face  today,  and  particularly  problems 
confronting  Quaker  families,  and  our  responses  as 
Friends.  Families  everywhere  are  challenged  by 
the  rapidly  changing  mores  of  our  times,  the  ac- 
celerated pace  of  living,  crowding,  and  fears  and 
uncertainties  in  a world  caught  up  in  political 
power  struggles,  where  “things  are  loved  and  peo- 
ple used.”  How  are  Quaker  families  coping  with 
the  issues  of  personal  pacifism,  equality  of  men  and 
women  and  their  roles  in  the  family,  with  preserv- 
ing family  unity  and  security,  with  differences  in 
ideas  over  concepts  of  authority  and  conformity? 
Our  children  are  facing  acutely,  and  we  need  to 
face  it  with  them,  the  place  of  sex  in  their  lives, 
and  the  role  of  sex  and  its  relation  to  marriage. 
Indeed  the  role  of  physical  intimacy  combined 
with  the  use  of  drugs  in  filling  the  emotional  needs 
of  people  everywhere  is  thrust  compellingly  upon 
us  in  this  day  of  mass  media  conveyance.  And 
there  is  no  evading  the  fact  that  Quakers  and  their 
families  are  caught  up  in  the  whirlpool. 

The  Education  Committee  has  been  granted 
ten  minutes  on  a plenary  session  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  to  open  up  consideration  of  some  of  these 
concerns,  and  if  there  is  sufficient  interest,  a spe- 
cial session  following  the  plenary  seesion  has  been 
arranged  for.  Friends  are  invited  to  come  prepared 
to  ask  questions  of  each  other,  contribute,  and 
share  in  a common  search  for  wisdom  and  insight, 
with  spontaneity  and  mutual  trust. 

This  is  not  necessarily  a shift  of  emphasis  from 
the  continuing  needs  of  the  Monthly  Meetings  for 
help  in  the  management  of  First  Day  Schools. 
Many  Meetings  still  grope  with  what  to  do  with 
too  many  children,  not  enough  teachers,  too  small 
a group  with  too  large  an  age  span,  curriculum 
materials,  participation  of  children  in  the  Meeting 
for  Worship.  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  held 
a “Friends  Gathering  on  First  Day  Schools”  in 
March  in  San  Francisco,  with  Molly  Morgenroth 
as  a resource  person.  It  is  hoped  this  conference 
can  be  more  fully  shared  at  Yearly  Meeting.  It 
is  felt  that  workshops  can  best  be  arranged  by  re- 
gional committees.  How  can  the  PYM  Education 
Committee  be  most  helpful? 

A questionnaire  is  being  circulated  among  the 
Meetings,  the  responses  to  which  will  be  corre- 
lated and  developed  by  next  years  committee. 
Some  of  the  responses  thus  far  indicate  general 
lethargy  in  some  Meetings  to  get  under  the  weight 
of  “religious  education.”  Some  newer  Meetings 
reach  out  for  curriculum  advice,  and  some  find 
regularly  monthly  “threshing  sessions”  helpful  to 
the  adults  in  bettering  relationships.  One  Meet- 
ing’s experience  with  bi-monthly  adult  discussions 
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has  been  educational  and  exciting  and  the  value 
“cannot  be  over-emphasized.”  A number  of  Meet- 
ings are  continuing  the  “Dialogue”  technique  for 
interchange  and  deepened  fellowship. 

How  is  your  Monthly  Meeting  helping  to  nur- 
ture the  adults  so  that  they  become  in  a religious 
sense  an  “adult  guarantor?”  How  do  we  help  each 
other  grow  and  develop  in  these  turbulent  days 
the  inner  resources  to  become  secure  and  relaxed 
parents  so  that  we  communicate  to  others,  and 
especially  to  our  children,  love  and  not  anxiety, 
faith  and  hope  and  not  despair,  and  recognition 
and  acknowledgment  of  that  of  God?

FRIENDS  IN  THE  ORIENT  COMMITTEE 

The  Yearly  Meeting  Committee  on  “Friends  in 
the  Orient”  has  moved  under  great  concern  but 
with  little  apparent  result.  The  concern  has  been 
to  enlarge  and  extend  communication  with  people 
in  the  Orient  and  to  open  new  doors  where  pos- 
sible. The  chairman,  from  his  mid-Pacific  location 
in  Honolulu,  has  tried  to  coordinate  efforts  in  these 
directions. 

Two  main  channels  have  been  explored:  One, 
to  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  Friends  living  in 
Korea,  China,  and  southeast  Asia;  and  two,  to 
open  opportunity  for  Friends  from  outside  to 
travel*  and  visit  in  these  areas. 

Margaret  Utterback  of  Lake  Erie  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, now  living  in  Seoul,  has  been  our  principal 
contact  with  Korean  Friends.  (Yoon  Gu  Lee  and 
his  family  are  now  in  Jerusalem. ) The  Committee 
is  working  with  Margaret  to  find  support  for  a 
small  colony  of  post-leprous  families  which  has 
been  established  by  Seoul  Monthly  Meeting  and 
is  a special  concern  of  Friend  Hahm  Sok  Hon. 
Emergency  financial  aid  has  already  been  sent  by 
a number  of  American  Meetings,  but  a more  con- 
tinuous form  of  supplementary  aid  is  being  sought. 

The  larger  effort  to  open  new  doors  in  Asia, 
especially  to  mainland  China,  is  more  difficult. 
Hugh  Campbell-Brown  of  Vancouver  Meeting, 
during  a period  of  work  in  India,  explored  possi- 
bilities of  visiting  China,  but  with  no  result.  Sam 
Lindley  of  Honolulu  Meeting,  during  a year’s 
study  in  southeast  Asia,  also  made  efforts  to  reach 
China  under  the  encouragement  of  the  Commit- 
tee, but  found  no  opening. 

Pari  Welch  of  Santa  Monica  Meeting,  now 
working  in  southeast  Asia,  writes  that  he  is  dis- 
couraged from  even  trying  to  make  direct  contact 
with  the  Chinese,  a view  not  held  by  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee. 

A New  Zealand  Friend  just  returned  from  a tour 
of  China  wrote  us  that  the  Assistant  Director  of 
the  official  Chinese  Travel  Agency  which  receives 
applications  for  visas,  told  her  personally  that  re- 
quests for  visas  from  Americans  would  be  wel- 
come, and  the  recent  easing  of  attitudes  towards 
Americans  traveling  in  China  by  our  own  State 


Department,  makes  us  hopeful  that  ways  may 
soon  open  for  Friends  to  visit  China.  However,  no 
replies  have  so  far  been  had  from  requests  al- 
ready sent  to  Peking.  Gretchen  Tuthill,  who  is 
working  on  a “Friends  in  the  Orient”  tour,  has 
found  a considerable  number  of  Friends  who  wish 
to  visit  China  and  who  are  ready  to  go,  but  so  far 
there  has  been  little  encouragement  from  either 
Chinese  or  American  officials.  This  project  will  be 
continued  with  the  joint  backing  of  the  Peace 
Committee  and  the  Friends  in  the  Orient  Com- 
mittee.

MINISTRY  AND  OVERSIGHT  COMMITTEE 

Two  matters  especially  have  occupied  the  at- 
tention of  members  of  Ministry  and  Oversight  this 
past  year:  Monthly  Meeting  and  Worship  Group 
and  the  relationships  existing  in  and  among  them; 
and  the  concern  that  we  feel  for  the  young  Friends 
and  the  difficult  problems  they  face  in  a world 
infinitely  more  complex  and  moving  at  a faster 
pace  than  when  we  were  young,  and  in  a Religious 
Society  as  full  of  diversity  as  ours. 

We  have  visited  and  counselled  with  Meetings 
when  we  have  been  asked  to  do  so,  not  in  a spirit 
of  laying  down  rules  to  walk  by,  but  of  trying  to 
find  pathways  through  disagreements  and  dilem- 
mas which  would  release  persons  to  worship  again 
in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

We  know  that  our  young  Friends  are  seeking 
for  meaning  for  their  lives;  that  they  have  been 
made  aware  beyond  their  years  of  the  problems  of 
the  world;  yet  that  too  often  they  do  not  find  in 
the  Society  of  Friends  in  our  time  the  kind  of  ex- 
perience which  overtook  the  first  Friends  and 
made  them  the  joyful  and  effective  people  they 
became. 

In  the  Northwest  the  concern  expressed  and 
acted  on  last  year  for  seminars  or  institutes  or  re- 
treats centering  around  the  nature  of  the  meeting 
for  worship  or  business  has  been  carried  on  this 
year  in  a seminar  on  the  meeting  for  worship. 
Among  preparative  questions  asked  were:  Why 
do  you  choose  silence  as  a medium  of  worship? 
How  have  you  experienced  “that  of  God  within”? 
In  other  areas  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  less  has  been 
done  than  last  year,  although  the  expressed  wish 
for  more  of  what  was  done  last  year  continues  to 
be  heard,  and,  one  hopes,  will  be  responded  to  by 
regional  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committees. 

In  Southern  California  the  Ministry  and  Over- 
signt  Committee  holds  once  a month  in  the  home 
of  the  chairman  an  open-ended  discussion  meeting 
for  young  Friends.  This  grew  from  hearing  the 
complaint  of  the  young  people  that  nothing  was 
being  done  to  talk  with  them  about  Quakerism 
and  about  the  problems  they  are  facing. 

We  are  continuing  an  interest  which  first  sprang 
up  last  year  that  there  should  be  more  awareness 
of  what  Friends  are  doing  in  the  arts,  and  this  year 
we  have  asked  Barbara  Perry  of  Berkeley  to  be 
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responsible  for  an  exhibit  at  early  Meeting  of 
Friends’  work.  We  hope  this  will  grow  as  healthily 
as  the  book  display,  which  has  grown  through  the 
years  from  a table  or  two  into  a book  store. 

Having  received  Henry  Cadbury’s  acceptance 
of  the  invitation  to  be  with  us  at  Yearly  Meeting, 
the  Clerk  of  Yearly  Meeting  has  given  Ministry 
and  Oversight  the  pleasant  task  of  corresponding 
with  him  about  the  subject  of  his  talks.  He  has 
suggested  “Christian  and/or  Quaker,”  which 
sounds  like  the  exactly  right  title  for  what  this 
learned,  humorous  and  devoted  Quaker  scholar 
may  have  to  say  to  us.

EVALUATION  OF  PACIFIC  YEARLY  MEETING 
WITH  RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  THE  FUTURE 

The  following  is  a condensation  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  to  Explore  New  Ways  of  Bringing 
Friends  Together.  This  committee  was  appointed 
by  the  Clerk  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  as  directed 
by  Executive  Committee  Minute  No.  23  of  March 
20,  1965,  in  response  to  a suggestion  from  Willa- 
mette Quarterly  Meeting  that  we  review  the  struc- 
ture and  purposes  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 
Members  of  the  Committee  are:  Phillip  Wells, 
Chairman;  Catherine  Bruner,  Lucille  Byerly,  Har- 
old Carson,  Herbert  Foster,  Gretchen  Rudnick, 
and  Monette  Thatcher.  We  also  had  help  from 
Caroline  Estes  of  the  Permanent  Site  Committee 
and  from  Margaret  Simkin  and  Jane  Webster  of 
Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee. 

The  questions  to  which  we  addressed  ourselves 
were:  How  well  do  the  meetings,  structures,  and 
institutions  we  have  developed  serve  the  purposes 
of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  in  view  of  our  increased 
size,  our  geography,  our  present  needs,  and  the 
needs  of  our  young  people?  Are  there  different 
forms  and  arrangements  which  would  sen^e  us 
better? 

Purpose  of  Yearly  Meeting.  When  we  set  up  Pa- 
cific Yearly  Meeting  in  1946,  we  said  that  our  pur- 
pose was  “to  strengthen  and  support  one  another 
in  our  common  search  for  truth  and  inward  peace. 
The  exchange  of  experiences,  feelings  and  insights 
through  the  Bulletin,  correspondence,  intendsita- 
tion,  and  annual  conferences,  as  well  as  in  our 
Monthly  Meetings,  is  the  life-blood  of  our  fellow- 
ship.” There  was  concern  that  by  this  fellowship 
and  interchange  we  would  enrich  the  lives  of  in- 
dividual Friends  and  make  more  meaningful  the 
community  of  Friends  in  Monthly  Meetings  and 
in  the  Society  as  a whole.  Corollaries  of  this  pur- 
pose are  that  we  organize  ourselves  and  carry  out 
Yearly  Meeting  assignments  in  good  order,  and 
that  we  relate  ourselves  to  the  rest  of  the  Society 
of  Friends  as  one  of  the  community  of  Yearly 
Meetings. 

As  a means  to  implement  this  purpose: 

1)  An  organizational  structure,  including  of- 
ficers and  committees,  is  set  up  to  maintain  the 
fellowship  and  carry  out  the  purpose  of  Yearly 
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Meeting.  Work  is  done  largely  by  correspondence, 
some  by  ^'isitation,  and  by  meetings  of  Executive 
or  Representative  Committees  in  March  and  Au- 
gust, to  hear  reports  and  act  on  routine  administra- 
tive matters.  These  committees  then  report  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting. 

2)  The  Bulletin  is  published  ten  times  a year, 
and  senses  to  keep  Friends  informed  of  happen- 
ings within  the  Yearly  Meeting,  and  as  an  ex- 
change of  insights  and  concerns  during  the  year. 

3)  Visitation  among  Meetings  and  Friends  is 
encouraged. 

4 ) Establishment  and  development  of  regional 
meetings  is  promoted. 

5)  Representatives  to  inter-Y early  Meeting 
bodies,  such  as  the  FWCC,  AFSC,  and  FCNL  are 
named  by  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

6)  Yearly  Meeting  itself  is  set  up  as  an  annual 
five-day  conference  to  which  all  Friends  are  in- 
vited, and  which  serves  as  a focus  for  fellowship 
and  for  decisions  on  how  to  implement  our  con- 
cerns. 

7)  Younger  Friends  are  enabled  to  meet 
through  the  setting  up  of  Junior  Yearly  Meetings 
and  Young  Friends  groups.  They  meet  at  the  same 
time  as  Yearly  Meeting,  and  continue  their  fellow- 
ship by  correspondence  and  by  regional  meetings. 
These  younger  Friends  serve  as  a vital  source  of 
strength  in  our  search  for  wholeness. 

Problems  and  Changes.  Whenweorganized 
nineteen  years  ago,  there  were  twelve  Monthly 
Meetings  and  about  100  at  Yearly  Meeting.  Now 
we  have  42  Monthly  Meetings  and  twelve  worship 
groups  in  various  stages  of  development,  and  in 
1965  over  800  Friends  gathered  for  Yearly  Meet- 
ing. Despite  the  fact  that  the  average  travel  is 
about  1000  miles  round  trip  per  attender,  we  have 
always  had  exceedingly  good  attendance  at  Year- 
ly Meeting  as  compared  to  other  Yearly  Meetings. 
This  is  largely  due  to  the  growing  interest  and  par- 
ticipation of  younger  Friends  in  the  annual  meet- 
ings. In  1946,  an  occasional  boy  or  girl  of  high 
school  age  came  with  his  family.  Last  year,  there 
were  over  175  in  Junior  Yearly  Meeting  and  50  in 
the  Young  Friends  group.  Many  come  without 
their  families,  and  more  would  come  if  they  could 
find  sponsors. 

This  growth  in  size  has  made  many  problems: 

1 ) It  has  been  difficult  to  find  adequate  facili- 
ties. 

2 ) It  is  an  increasing  burden  for  one  region  to 
plan  and  carry  out  the  registration  and  arrange- 
ments for  a Yearly  Meeting  every  three  years. 

3)  The  task  of  providing  adequate  staff  and 
physical  arrangements  for  a large  group  of  chil- 
dren becomes  very  great. 

4)  As  the  Junior  Yearly  Meeting  and  Young 
Friends  group  become  more  effective  and  popu- 
lar, we  get  more  young  people  unattached  to  fami- 
lies and  less  ability  to  supervise  and  control  them 
if  this  is  needed. 


5)  Some  Friends  question  if  there  can  be  ade- 
quate communication,  sharing,  and  fellowship 
when  the  group  becomes  so  large. 

6)  The  problems  of  time  for  exchange  of  feel- 
ings and  ideas  and  the  mechanics  of  being  heard 
become  greater  as  the  number  in  the  plenary  ses- 
sions increases. 

7 ) Confusion  and  tension  have  arisen  over  the 
question  of  whether  the  purpose  of  Yearly  Meeting 
committees  on  peace,  social  order,  and  education 
is  to  gather  and  share  information  about  activities 
and  concerns  in  these  areas  and  possibly  propos- 
ing action,  or  whether  they  are  action  committees, 
arranging  and  performing  action  or  project  func- 
tions for  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Another  factor  in  our  growth  has  been  the  de- 
velopment of  active,  functional  regional  meetings, 
which  now  number  six.  Only  Mexico  City  and 
Honolulu  are  left  out,  and  they,  with  their  Friends 
Centers,  have  their  own  special  regional  activities. 
In  addition  to  regular  business  sessions,  the  re- 
gional meetings: 

1)  hold  retreats  and  conferences  for  special 
purposes; 

2)  increasingly  assume  responsibility  for  the 
care  of  established  and  new  Monthly  Meetings; 

3)  administer  inter-Meeting  projects  when  the 
Yearly  Meeting  finds  it  difficult  to  do  so; 

4)  take  under  their  care  and  concern  such  de- 
velopments as  Friends  schools,  the  Friends  Retire- 
ment Association,  and  various  retreats  and  fellow- 
ships. 

Values  in  the  Present  Arrangement.  Over  against 
the  problems  created  by  our  growth  and  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  task  in  putting  on  the  annual  ses- 
sions, there  are  things  to  be  said  in  favor  of  con- 
tinuing our  present  Yearly  Meeting  structure. 

1 ) The  personal  bonds  between  many  of  us  are 
great  indeed,  and  it  can  be  said  that  we  live  from 
Yearly  Meeting  to  Yearly  Meeting.  The  personal 
word,  the  clasp  of  a hand,  the  glance  across  the 
room,  the  loving  embrace,  the  fortunate  hour 
under  a tree,  the  hours  in  committee  meetings,  are 
the  bread  we  live  by. 

2)  Many  of  our  families  are  Yearly-Meeting- 
oriented,  so  that  the  annual  sessions  are  an  integral 
part  of  family  life.  These  families  cheerfully  travel 
the  distances  involved.  They  pay  their  way  and  do 
not  ask  that  this  part  of  their  lives  be  an  expense 
laid  on  the  Yearly  Meeting  as  a whole,  or  on  those 
who  remain  at  home. 

3 ) The  great  effort  made  with  the  little  children 
is  profitable  in  the  sense  of  basic  trust  and  of  being 
part  of  a great  loving  family  that  is  created  in  them 
— a family  that  ranges  far  over  the  world.  The 
quality  of  a religious  body  can  be  measured  by 
how  well  it  establishes  and  maintains  basic  trust 
in  its  children. 

4)  The  Junior  Yearly  Meeting  and  Young 
Friends  find  great  strength  in  coming  together  at 
Yearly  Meeting.  Many  of  them  are  alone  in  their

schools  and  classes  in  a very  real  sense,  and  this 
great  experience  at  Yearly  Meeting  helps  to  sus- 
tain them.  They  are  constantly  seeking  ways  of  ex- 
tending their  fellowship  by  visitation,  correspond- 
ence and  special  meetings  of  their  own. 

5 )  Everything  else  can  be  done  by  mail. 

Recommendations 

1 ) The  regional  meetings  should  continue  to  be 
encouraged  to  assume  more  responsibility  for  the 
care  of  Monthly  Meetings,  the  care  of  schools,  the 
initiating  and  carrying  out  of  projects,  and  for  set- 
ting up  conferences  or  retreats  for  themselves  and 
for  any  others  they  may  invite. 

2 ) The  organizational  structure  of  officers, 
committees  and  representatives  should  continue 
as  it  now  is,  except  that  the  Executive  Committee 
should  be  dropped  and  Representative  Committee 
meet  in  March  for  two  days,  as  well  as  in  August. 

3)  The  Bulletin  should  continue  as  now  con- 
stituted. 

4)  The  Yearly  Meeting,  Junior  Yearly  Meeting, 
and  Young  Friends  should  continue  to  meet  in  Au- 
gust. As  long  as  we  can,  we  should  rotate  through 
the  three  areas  so  that  each  area  will  have  a Yearly 
Meeting  for  those  who  cannot  travel  far,  every 
three  years. 

The  routine  business  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
should  continue  to  be  diverted  to  the  regional 
meetings  and  to  the  committees,  especially  to  the 
Representative  Committee.  Space  should  be  given 
in  the  Bulletin,  and  time  taken  in  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, to  report  the  action  of  these  committees. 

The  major  time  of  Yearly  Meeting  should  be 
taken  up  with  worship  and  fellowship  and  with 
deepening  the  bonds  between  us,  with  considera- 
tion together  of  those  questions  of  both  the  inward 
life  and  the  outward  life  which  concern  us  all. 
With  this  in  view,  we  should  expect  our  commit- 
tees on  education,  schools,  social  order,  peace, 
ministry  and  oversight,  and  discipline  ( good 
order)  to  present  material  not  only  through  the 
Bulletin  and  Documents  in  Advance,  but  also  in 
sessions  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  such  a way  that 
searching  and  prayerful  discussions  take  place 
concerning  vital  topics  in  that  particular  commit- 
tee’s area  of  concern.  We  would  expect  that  the 
Meeting  would  have  more  minutes  of  exercise  and 
thoughtful  deliberation  and,  hopefully,  unity  in 
point  of  view  and  conviction,  but  fewer  minutes  of 
specific  action,  of  letters  written  or  projects 
planned.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing will  not  commend,  recommend,  or  sponsor  ac- 
tion taken  or  planned  by  Friends,  committees,  or 
subordinate  meetings  when  this  is  the  sense  of 
the  meeting. 

5 ) We  should  make  the  following  modifications 
and  clarifications  in  order  to  make  continuation  of 
our  annual  sessions  possible  and  comfortable: 

a )  The  places  of  Yearly  Meeting  should  be  con- 
tracted for  nine  years  in  advance  and  in  the  same 
places,  so  that  we  become  familiar  with  the  facili- 


ties and  their  use. 

b ) We  should  own  or  lease  our  own  public  ad- 
dress system,  including  at  least  two  movable 
microphones  to  use  on  the  floor  of  the  meeting  to 
make  interchange  and  short  comments  possible. 

c)  The  Arrangements  Committee  must  seciu-e 
a sufficient  number  of  persons  for  the  children’s 
program  before  the  time  of  Yearly  Meeting.  In 
order  to  insure  a creative  experience  for  the  chil- 
dren and  allow  all  the  helping  adults  to  participate 
in  adult  sessions  of  Yearly  Meeting,  every  Month- 
ly Meeting  will  need  to  help. 

d)  The  Yearly  Meeting  Standing  Committees 
are  of  two  kinds:  administrative,  such  as  nominat- 
ing and  finance,  and  informational,  such  as  peace 
and  social  order. 

e)  Projects  within  the  Yearly  Meeting  should 
be  done  by  individuals.  Monthly  Meetings,  re- 
gional meetings,  or  by  special  committees  set  up 
for  the  purpose  with  authority  to  act  and  respon- 
sibility to  report  back  to  Yearly  Meeting  at  appro- 
priate times. 

6 ) We  should  continue  to  support  and  nurture 
the  Junior  Yearly  Meeting  and  its  activities  during 
the  annual  sessions,  and  between  sessions,  as  a 
powerful  part  of  our  common  life. 

7)  We  should  continue  to  encourage  the  de- 
velopment of  Yearly  Meeting  Young  Friends  and 
their  activities  during  and  between  sessions,  while 
at  the  same  time  encouraging  these  Friends  to 
participate  in  the  Yearly  Meeting  sessions  with  the 
other  adults.  We  need  them. 

8)  We  should  increase  the  visiting  of  Meetings 
by  Friends,  singly  or  in  small  groups,  and  also  the 
sharing  of  Meetings  for  Worship  and  social  occa- 
sions such  as  picnics  by  neighboring  Meetings. 
The  Visitation  Committee  should  be  charged  with 
making  greater  effort  to  promote  these  inter- 
changes. 

9 ) This  report  must  be  reviewed  in  three  years, 
because  changes  will  have  occurred  which  may  re- 
quire plans  for  more  fundamental  changes. 

This  report  was  prepared  by  the  committee  at 
a meeting  held  in  San  Francisco  on  April  30  and 
May  1, 1966.  We  hope  that  it  will  stimulate  discus- 
sion, clarification  and  revitalization  in  our  life  as 
a Yearly  Meeting.  We  also  hope  for  appropriate 
action  by  the  Representative  Committee  and  by 
the  Yearly  Meeting.

PEACE  COMMITTEE 

What  is  the  function  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Peace 
Committee?  How  does  it  operate?  It  holds  no 
meetings  between  Yearly  Meetings,  transacts  no 
business,  promotes  no  programs.  What  then  con- 
stitutes a report  of  the  committee?  These  ques- 
tions remain  unanswered  in  the  mind  of  the  Chair- 
man as  he  undertakes  to  write  this  report. 

In  the  files  of  the  Peace  Committee  is  an  un- 
dated memo  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
Re:  Committee  to  study  the  function  and  organi- 
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zation  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Peace  Committee. 
The  memo  was  prepared  in  pursuance  of  a 1963 
Yearly  Meeting  minute  authorizing  the  appoint- 
ment of  a committee  for  such  a purpose.  The  files 
contain  no  report  from  the  committee  appointed 
at  the  time,  and  when  the  minute  was  discovered 
it  was  too  late  for  the  purpose  of  this  report  to 
secure  any  information  regarding  the  outcome. 
Did  the  committee  ever  make  the  study? 

The  Peace  Committee,  as  constituted  by  the 
Discipline,  consists  of  the  chairmen  of  the  Peace 
Committees  of  all  regional  Meetings.  At  the  re- 
quest of  the  Chairman  that  concerned  individuals 
be  added  to  the  committee,  the  1966  Executive 
Committee  approved  the  following  minute;  “The 
Yearly  Meeting  Peace  Committee  shall  be  made 
up  of  regional  Peace  Committee  Chairmen,  plus 
one  other  member  suggested  by  the  regional  com- 
mittees.” 

Due  to  lack  of  clarity  regarding  the  function  of 
the  Peace  Committee,  the  Chairman  sees  his  role 
chiefly  as  that  of  coordinator,  rather  than  pro- 
moter—a.  term  unpalatable  to  many  Friends  in  any 
case.  And  yet,  “promoting,”  in  its  best  sense  can 
hardly  be  avoided  where  there  is  deep  concern, 
and  when  the  Yearly  Meeting  formulates  pro- 
grams to  be  carried  out.  So  with  feelings  of  frus- 
tration, resulting  from  a fuzzy  concept  of  the  func- 
tion of  the  Peace  Committee  and  its  chairman,  we 
proceed  to  do  some  coordinating  and  some  — 
we  hope— inoffensive  promoting,  which  we  here 
record. 

Following  the  Yearly  Meeting  sessions,  a letter 
was  sent  to  all  Monthly  Meetings,  requesting  the 
names  of  Peace  Committee  chairmen.  There  was 
almost  100%  response.  The  letter  also  reminded 
local  Meetings  of  the  various  minutes  approved  by 
the  Yearly  Meeting  which  dealt  with  peace  mat- 
ters, so  that  there  might  be  cooperation  locally  in 
implementing  recommendations  for  action. 

With  reference  to  Yearly  Meeting  action:  Let- 
ters were  sent  to  Senators  Morse  and  Gruening, 
and  to  Governor  Hatfield,  commending  their  op- 
position to  the  escalation  of  the  war.  The  Clerk 
also  sent  a letter  to  President  Johnson,  conveying 
the  concern  of  Mexico  City  Monthly  Meeting  re- 
garding U.S.  inteiA^ention  in  the  Dominican  Re- 
public. 

The  Quaker  vigil  at  Lawrence  Radiation  Labor- 
atories, August  19-20,  immediately  following  the 
Yearly  Meeting  sessions,  was  poorly  attended.  It 
turned  out  that  most  Friends  did  not  feel  that  they 
could  give  two  additional  days  to  participate  in 
this  project. 

No  one  attended  the  September  meeting  in 
Washington,  called  by  the  Friends  Coordinating 
Committee  for  Peace  to  explore  the  possibilities 
of  a nationally  organized  program  to  appeal  for  a 
peaceful  solution  of  international  conflict.  How- 
ever, the  Conference  and  Vigil  on  Vietnam,  held 
in  Washington,  February  11-14,  was  attended  by 


Harry  Bailey,  Phil  Drath,  Stuart  Innerst,  Sylvia 
Loomis,  Frances  McAllister,  Bill  Wells,  and 
Franklin  Zahn.  A letter  had  been  sent  by  the  Year- 
ly Meeting  Clerk,  encouraging  Monthly  Meetings 
to  send  representatives,  and  to  cooperate  as  far 
as  possible  with  the  18-months’  study  of  the  Peace 
Testimony. 

From  reports  that  reach  us,  it  seems  that  many 
local  Meetings  are  implementing  the  recommen- 
dation of  Yearly  Meeting  that  counseling  be  made 
available  for  conscientious  objectors. 

The  Friend  in  Washington  program  has  been 
kept  before  Monthly  Meetings,  and  has  resulted 
in  contributions  amounting  to  approximately 
$2400  to  the  end  of  May. 

The  Peace  Committee  and  the  Friend  in  the 
Orient  Committee  have  been  exploring  the  inter- 
est among  Friends  in  visiting  China,  and  the  pos- 
sibilies  of  securing  United  States  and  China  ap- 
proval for  such  a visit.  Gretchen  Tuthill  has  been 
coordinating  these  efforts.  There  appears  to  be 
widespread  interest  in  visiting  China,  but  as  yet 
no  evidence  that  Peking  will  change  its  policy  of 
excluding  Americans,  except  in  rare  instances. 

The  concern  about  the  war  in  Vietnam  is  widely 
shared  throughout  the  Yearly  Meeting,  and  oppo- 
sition to  its  continuance  has  been  expressed  in 
various  ways.  The  AFSC  book.  Peace  in  Vietnam, 
is  having  a wide  reading  among  Friends.  It  is 
hoped  that  Monthly  Meeting  Peace  Committees 
may  have  an  opportunity  at  Yearly  Meeting  to 
share  their  experiences  in  witnessing  against  the 
government’s  policy  in  Southeast  Asia,  for  the 
stimulus  and  encouragement  it  can  bring  to  one 
another. 

The  desire  to  improve  relations  with  China  is 
also  high  on  the  list  of  peace  concerns  within  PYM. 
Efforts  to  distribute  the  AFSC  booklet,  A New 
China  Policy,  and  to  set  up  study  groups  have  in 
some  cases  reported  to  us  met  with  marked 
success.

VISITATION  COMMITTEE 

A heartening  development  in  the  Visitation 
Committee  is  the  increasing  interest  taken  in  its 
functions  by  members  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  Three 
of  these  have  taken  on  the  full  responsibilities  of 
committee  membership:  James  Estes,  Betty  Park- 
er, and  Frieda  Sherburn,  who  have  been  welcome 
additions.  Others,  including  Ross  and  Laura  Miles 
and  John  Ullman,  have  consented  to  act  in  a limit- 
ed capacity,  which  has  been  very  valuable.  The 
more  every  member  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  feels 
that  he  can  be  an  active  partner  in  our  efforts  to 
draw  Friends  closer  together,  the  more  this  close- 
ness will  increase. 

Implementing  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  New  Ways  to  Bring  Friends  Together, 
five  Meetings  in  the  Los  Angeles  area  (Los  An- 
geles, Marloma,  San  Fernando,  Santa  Monica,  and 
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Westwood)  have  been  sharing  an  evening  pot- 
luck  on  an  occasional  basis.  ( They  call  this  gather- 
ing “little  Quarterly  Meeting.”)  Santa  Monica  and 
Los  Angeles  plan  a once-a-month  get-together. 
Several  meetings  in  the  eastern  section  of  College 
Park  Quarter  have  formed  the  “Valley-Mountain 
Fellowship.”  It  is  hoped  that  other  areas  in  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  will  be  able  to  try  something  simi- 
lar where  distances  permit. 

Meetings  and  worship  groups  visited  this  year 
have  been:  Albuquerque,  Argenta,  Berkeley,  Fres- 
no, Davis,  Honolulu,  La  Jolla,  Las  Vegas,  Los 
Angeles,  Marloma,  Orange  Grove,  Redlands, 
Reno,  Riverside,  San  Fernando,  San  Francisco, 
Santa  Barbara,  Santa  Cruz,  Santa  Monica,  Vic- 
toria, Whitleaf;  Flagstaff,  Harbor  Area,  Salt  Lake 
City,  Westwood;  also  Northwest  and  New  Mexico 
Quarterly  Meetings.  Inter-Yearly  Meeting  visita- 
tion has  included  Nevada  City,  New  York,  Media, 
Swarthmore,  Washington,  D.C.,  Oslo,  Stavanger, 
and  Stockholm  Meetings. 

It  has  been  a joyous  experience  to  further  ex- 
plore and  come  to  know  the  richness  of  the  per- 
sonal resources  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.

STATE  OF  THE  SOCIETY 

College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting 

(To  be  submitted  to  July  session  of  Quarterly 
Meeting ) 

College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  is  caught  in 
contradictions.  All  gatherings  are  larger  than  they 
have  ever  been  and  more  alive,  yet  the  committees 
that  do  Quarterly  Meeting’s  work  are  less  alive, 
either  too  passive  in  their  conception  of  their 
duties  or  unable  to  muster  members.  There  is  more 
longing  than  ever  before  for  vitality  in  worship, 
yet  somehow  less  opportunity  for  the  Spirit  in  our 
meetings. 

We  have  had  a hard  time  especially  over  two 
things:  the  inability  to  find  a significant  way  to 
protest  our  government’s  prosecution  of  the  ugly 
war  in  Vietnam,  and  the  failure  to  actualize 
Quaker  education  at  John  Woolman  School.  We 
wonder  why  we  have  become  silent  in  the  face  of 
our  nation’s  continuing  violence  against  weaker 
nations.  Are  we  infected  with  the  despair  that 
makes  men  see  their  own  weakness  rather  than  the 
truth  that  they  could  speak,  that  makes  us  think  of 
ourselves  as  impotent  prisoners  rather  than  as 
bearers  of  a testimony?  What  has  happened  to  the 
urgency  with  which  we  last  year  planned  and  car- 
ried out  actions  based  on  the  conviction  that  our 
Peace  Testimony  was  revelant? 

We  realize  from  our  experience  that  we  haven’t 
understood  our  diversity,  nor  what  it  means  to 
“liberate”  concerned  Friends  to  carry  a burden  we 
must  somehow  share;  neither  have  we  understood 
the  meaning  of  the  words  “under  the  care  of.” 
Under  the  guidance  of  the  Inward  Teacher  we 


have  to  learn  what  it  is  to  care:  for  each  other  in 
our  common  seeking,  for  the  prophetic  Friends 
who  leave  the  entanglements  of  daily  life  to  lead 
in  a witness  against  war,  for  the  young  whose  up- 
bringing and  education  are  entrusted  to  us.

Honolulu  Monthly  Meeting 

During  the  past  ten  months  Honolulu  Friends 
enjoyed  the  great  privilege  of  having  Floyd  and 
Ruth  Schmoe  as  residents  in  the  Meeting  House. 
The  presence  of  these  Friends  in  our  midst  has 
helped  us  both  spiritually  and  physically.  We  have 
learned  a great  deal  from  them,  and  we  are  grate- 
ful for  what  they  have  been  doing  for  us. 

The  location  of  Honolulu  Monthly  Meeting  at 
the  “Crossroads  of  the  Pacific”  provides  an  oppor- 
tunity to  meet  many  traveling  members  of  our 
Society.  This  constant  flow  of  visiting  Friends  en- 
riches the  life  of  the  Meeting  through  the  sharing 
of  experiences  which  we  could  not  all  have  as  in- 
dividuals in  direct  contact  with  the  issues  in- 
volved. This  is  particularly  true  in  the  case  of 
Friends  returning  from  the  problem  areas  of  Asia. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  often  have  to  part  with  dear 
Friends  who  move  away  and  leave  behind  a gap 
which  is  very  hard  to  fill.  Fortunately,  the  young 
generation  constitutes  in  number  about  half  of  our 
Meeting.  Our  Young  Friends  are  very  active,  and 
we  know  that  attendance  of  some  of  them  at 
Yearly  Meeting  has  stimulated  the  life  of  the 
group  considerably. 

There  has  been  serious  searching  for  light  in  the 
study  and  discussion  groups  of  our  Meeting.  In 
particular  the  Peace  Committee  has  done  out- 
standing work.  However,  while  we  all  agree  on 
goals,  we  often  disagree  on  methods,  but  we  are 
willing  to  let  each  individual  Friend  or  attender 
face  the  problems  in  his  own  way. 

At  times  some  of  us  feel  that  there  is  a lack  of  in- 
volvement in  the  community  on  our  part,  but  we 
have  not  yet  found  a way  to  get  involved,  which 
would  fit  our  Meeting. 

We  also  experience  a mild  difference  of  ap- 
proach to  vocal  ministry  in  Meeting  for  Worship. 
While  all  of  us  appreciate  sincere  messages  given 
in  the  framework  of  silence,  a large  number  of 
Honolulu  Friends  only  rarely  feel  moved  to  speak. 

We  are  very  much  aware  of  our  shortcomings, 
but  also  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  work  for 
improvement  in  a common  effort  with  Friends  of 
good  will  in  our  Meeting.

Mexico  City  Monthly  Meeting 

As  we  examine  the  State  of  our  Meeting  each 
year,  we  cannot  escape  the  fact  that  we  continue 
to  be  characterized  by  our  international  member- 
ship, with  half  of  our  members  residing  at  present 
outside  of  Mexico  City  and  in  other  countries. 
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Others  are  inactive  for  health  or  family  reasons 
and  this  results  in  a small  member  in  attendance 
at  our  Meetings.  Among  Members  resident  in 
Mexico,  many  travel  on  international  work  which 
takes  them  away  from  regular  participation  but 
brings  enrichment  to  the  Meeting  when  they  re- 
turn. We  continue  to  have  many  visitors  in  attend- 
ance throughout  the  year  and  we  have  had  several 
new  attenders  express  interest  in  Friends.  The 
language  differences  requiring  translation  of  mes- 
sages in  Meeting  is  an  added  challenge  in  creating 
a rich  worship  period. 

Although  we  are  sometimes  discouraged  by  the 
small  number  of  members  who  are  actively  par- 
ticipating in  the  life  of  the  Meeting,  we  need  to 
re-examine  how  we  can  better  meet  our  responsi- 
bilities and  contribute  positively  in  sharing  with 
others  in  the  search  for  truth. 

In  addition  to  our  Meeting  for  Business,  we 
have  met  each  month  for  a family  evening  in  dif- 
ferent members’  homes  where  our  friendship  is 
strengthened  as  we  discuss  together.  In  the  com- 
ing year  these  gatherings  will  consider  the  topics 
of  the  Friends  World  Conference,  discussing  parts 
of  No  Time  But  This  Present. 

Several  of  us  assisted  at  the  Reunion  of  Friends 
of  all  Mexico  last  September  in  Ciudad  Victoria, 
Tamaulipas,  Mexico  and  we  have  been  cooperat- 
ing in  planning  for  the  Seventh  General  Reunion 
of  Friends  in  Mexico  to  be  held  April  29  to  May  1, 
1967  at  the  Casa  de  los  Amigos  in  Mexico  City. 
We  hope  that  some  visitors  from  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  will  be  able  to  attend. 

All  the  acti\dties  of  the  Casa  de  los  Amigos,  or 
Friends  Center,  have  been  growing  in  the  last  year 
and  we  are  encouraged  by  the  one  hundred  young 
people  who  participated  in  the  various  service 
projects,  conferences,  lectures,  and  social  activi- 
ties which  are  planned  and  carried  out  by  their 
own  coordinating  committees.  Meeting  Members 
feel  a sense  of  responsibility  for  the  growth  and 
development  of  these  young  people.  Discussions 
have  covered  a wide  range  of  topics,  from  an  an- 
alysis of  proposals  to  extend  compulsory  military 
service  in  Mexico,  the  nature  of  the  crisis  in  the 
Dominican  Republic,  to  the  demographic  prob- 
lems of  Latin  America,  and  other  themes.  We  are 
concerned  with  the  state  of  the  world  and  the  im- 
portance of  our  relationship  as  Quakers  to  these 
problems.  We  were  happy  to  have  three  young 
people  of  our  members’  families  participate  in  a 
one-month  rural  project  organized  by  the  Mexican 
Service  Committee  in  the  village  of  Cuauhtenco, 
Tlaxcala,  in  January.

Pacific  Northwest  Quarterly  Meeting 

With  the  possible  exception  of  University  and 
Eastside,  our  Meetings  remain  small  in  number 
of  members.  Attenders  and  sojourners  at  our 
Meetings  for  Worship  do  sometimes  outnumber 
the  members.  More  remote  Meetings  have  been 


greatly  enriched  by  visits  and  lectures  from  and 
discussions  with  Friends  from  places  distant 
geographically,  close  spiritually.  Those  who  re- 
main as  a membership  nucleus  in  Meetings  seem 
to  offer  the  security  of  a place  for  worship  and  ac- 
tivity for  many  — and  we  all  benefit  greatly  from 
the  spiritual  contribution  made  in  fellowship  with 
each  other.  So  the  spirit  of  searching  is  among  us 
all. 

Meetings  for  Worship  and  Business  are  regular. 
Routines  are  kept,  but  only  to  facilitate  the  peak 
experiences  associated  with  expressions  of  the 
Inner  Light  each  of  us  brings  to  Meeting  and  car- 
ries forth  to  our  daily  tasks.  “By  coming  together 
in  silence  each  week,  we  give  ourselves  the  oppor- 
tunity, away  from  outside  distractions,  to  devote 
ourselves  again  to  centering  down.  We  believe 
that  there  is  a deep  center,  an  inner  area  of  holi- 
ness, in  each  of  us,  and  we  help  one  another  to 
find  it  simply  by  meeting  together  in  the  faith  that 
we  can. 

“Further,  when  one  who  has  come  to  it,  and  is 
dwelling  there,  rises  to  speak,  he  can,  in  Martin’s 
words,  ‘take  the  Meeting  down,’  so  that  those  who 
have  been  restless  are  brought  to  stillness  in  it. 
What  a person  says  in  Meeting  or  the  manner  in 
which  he  says  it  would  not  seem  to  be  so  impor- 
tant as  where  he  is  inwardly  as  he  speaks.  If  he  is 
at  the  deep  center  — whether  he  is  waiting  there 
for  a sense  of  the  Presence  or  he  is  already  kindled 
by  it  — he  will  likely  bring  others  there  with  him.” 

To  quote  from  another  Meeting  statement: 
“The  eagerness  and  enthusiasm  with  which  both 
members  and  attenders  participate  in  the  organ- 
ized work  of  the  Meeting  speak  eloquently  of  their 
love  for  the  meeting  as  an  ongoing  group  and  of 
their  belief  that  it  has  an  essential  task  to  perform. 

“The  friendships  members  hold  for  one  another, 
including  friendships  between  the  young  and 
those  who  are  older,  also  have  a religious  quality; 
perhaps  it  is  in  these  loving,  honest  relationships 
that  some  members  feel  God  at  work  as  much  as 
anywhere.” 

This  togetherness  feeling  pen^aded  in  all  Meet- 
ings as  indicated  through  messages  to  Quarterly. 
In  activities,  there  was  concern  for  knowing  the 
value  of  flexibility  without  confusion  of  learnings 
and  to  try  different  ways  of  doing  things.  “Since 
we  feel  that  peace  is  the  topmost  concern  of  most 
people  these  days,  we  pioneered  the  idea  of  a 
weekly  Peace  Vigil.  Attendance  has  been  small 
but  faithful,  and  announcement  to  the  public  who 
stayed  away  in  droves,  has  served  notice  at  least 
to  some  of  them  that  here  are  folks  who  seem  not 
to  weary  in  their  constant  search  for  a better  way 
than  war.” 

Three  Seminars  have  developed  from  our  areas 
of  concern  and  have  educated  our  own:  Ministry 
and  Counsel  and  Education  Seminars  held  at  Uni- 
versity; Peace  Seminar  in  Victoria.  All  seem  to 
purpose  a fitting  ourselves  as  adult  members  to 
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better  guide  our  young.  This  may  be  paradoxical 
for  at  Quarterly  Meeting  gatherings  the  youth  can 
usually  surround  us  in  number  and  in  their  good 
humor  and  inspiration  as  well. 

At  our  Quarterly  Meeting  in  April  there  was 
general  agreement  that  ways  must  be  found  to 
make  Quarterly  Meeting  more  meaningful.  To 
that  end,  the  evening  hours  saw  the  adults  in  three 
fellowship  groups  in  members’  homes.  The  young 
people  all  gathered  at  the  Meeting  House.  Cer- 
tainly that  “joyous  feeling  of  togetherness”  was 
deeply  nourished  by  so  doing.

Southern  California  Quarterly  Meeting 

Due  to  pressure  of  increasing  business,  South- 
ern California  Half-Yearly  Meeting  has  become 
a Quarterly  Meeting,  planning  on  three  sessions 
each  year  instead  of  two  as  in  the  past. 

Several  of  the  Meetings  have  reported  difficul- 
ties in  maintaining  adequate  First  Day  Schools, 
the  key  problem  most  often  being  a lack  of  teach- 
ers. A related  concern  has  been  the  difficulty  for 
several  Meetings  of  attracting  families,  teenagers, 
and  young  adults.  In  some  cases.  Friends  have 
been  uncertain  as  to  how  to  provide  a satisfactory 
program  for  Young  Friends. 

Meetings  have  been  making  a variety  of  experi- 
ments in  their  attempts  to  solve  these  problems 
and  generally  to  make  their  Meetings  meaning- 
ful. Efforts  towards  growth  in  membership  and 
attendance  have  included  advertising,  the  sched- 
uling of  family  hours,  fellowship  periods  and  for- 
ums before  and  after  worship.  Redlands  Meeting 
has  reported  success  with  a monthly  Query  meet- 
ing, Orange  Grove  with  a series  of  dialogue  ses- 
sions for  youth,  Claremont  with  separate  pro- 
grams for  high  school  age,  college  age,  and  adult 
groups. 

Outreach  has  been  noticeable  this  year.  Santa 
Barbara  Meeting  has  two  continuing  vigils  calling 
silently  for  peace  in  Vietnam.  A similar  vigil  has 
begun  in  Pasadena.  Several  of  the  Meetings  were 
represented  at  the  February  vigil  in  Washington 
and  other  witnesses.  Much  attention  has  been 
gh^en  to  relating  Friends’  concern  on  the  local 
scene,  and  Friends  have  been  working  with  other 
religious  groups,  with  the  AFSC  and  the  FCL. 

None  of  the  Meetings  is  complacent  about  its 
ministry  in  meetings  for  worship,  and  the  self- 
criticism  ranges  from  too  much  speaking  to  too 
much  silence,  while  Friends  are  often  concerned 
that  vocal  ministry  tends  to  be  overintellectual. 

Through  their  various  problems  and  achieve- 
ments, Friends  know  the  workings  of  a common 
spirit  and,  in  the  words  of  La  Jolla  Meeting:  “For 
the  nurture  of  the  spirit  we  look  to  the  Meeting 
for  Worship  and  to  the  power  of  the  Divine  Life 
to  lead  us  aright.”

Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting 

Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting  has  attempted  to 
aid  the  development  of  and  to  provide  support  for 
the  spiritual  life  of  Friends  within  its  constituency. 
The  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee  has  been 
actively  engaged  in  visitation  and  counsel  with 
Meetings,  giving  special  assistance  to  Multnomah 
Meeting  and  the  new  worship  group  in  Portland. 
The  February  session  of  Quarterly  Meeting  fo- 
cused upon  the  quality  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
meeting.  Phillip  Wells  (Pacific  Ackworth  Meet- 
ing ) provided  experienced  counsel  for  this  explo- 
ration, which  included  a Friday  evening  workshop 
and  a Saturday  afternoon  discussion  session. 

Other  sessions  of  Quarterly  Meeting  have  ( 1 ) 
given  attention  to  the  Friends’  ways  of  working 
with  inter-nation  conflicts  through  the  program 
and  activity  of  the  Quaker  UN  Team,  as  reported 
by  William  Bagwell,  and  (2)  considered  the  roots 
and  expressions  of  the  experience  of  children  who 
come  to  the  attention  of  Juvenile  Court,  as  report- 
ed by  Judge  Howard  Blanding  of  Clackamas 
County.  This  examination  stressed  the  need  “to 
listen”  to  children.  Such  an  exploration  is  also 
rele^'ant  to  Friends  when  it  is  learned  that  a large 
portion  of  those  coming  to  Juvenile  Court  are 
members  of  the  middle  class. 

Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting  set  aside  time 
over  a weekend  in  March  to  provide  an  out-of-the- 
ordinary  setting  for  inter-Meeting  fellowship.  This 
family  outing  permitted  a relaxation  of  time  for 
conversation,  for  walking  together  in  the  rain  or 
along  the  ocean  shore,  for  the  touch  of  hand  and 
thought  in  the  cooperative  tasks  of  building  a fire 
and  living  together  for  several  days.  This  time  and 
place  were  used  to  nurture  the  spirit. 

The  participation  of  persons  from  other  Meet- 
ings enabled  the  Corvallis  Meeting  to  better  ex- 
amine its  concern  about  the  process  of  decision- 
making within  the  family.  This  examination  of  the 
relationship  of  parents  and  children  remains  un- 
finished. 

A small  group  of  persons  living  in  John  Day, 
Oregon,  about  200  miles  east  of  the  Willamette 
Valley,  have  been  meeting  for  worship  in  the  man- 
ner of  Friends  and  have  developed  a continuing 
contact  with  the  Multnomah  and  Quarterly  Meet- 
ings. This  group  has  sent  representatives  to  sev- 
eral sessions  during  this  past  year  and  brought  to 
the  Quarterly  Meeting  a concern  about  Friends’ 
response  to  the  Vietnam  situation. 

The  expression  of  faith  and  its  outreach  into  the 
life  of  adjacent  and  distant  communities  is  mani- 
fest by  the  engagement  of  many  persons  in  the 
program  of  the  American  Friends  Service  Com- 
mittee. This  activity  provides  a necessary  outlet  to 
the  spiritual  basis  of  Friends’  life  and  also  brings 
confrontation  with  challenges  that  stimulate  a 
continuing  search  for  the  spiritual  essence. 

During  the  Christmas  holiday  and  in  April  the 
younger  Friends  of  high  school  and  college  age

took  the  time  for  important  inter-Meeting  outings. 
These  provided  the  fellowship  which  gives  them 
the  support  and  strength  required  to  meet  situa- 
tions in  their  home  communities.  In  April  the  co- 
operative sharing  in  the  shingling  of  a roof  and  the 
subsequent  cleanup  gave  a feeling  of  meaningful 
involvement  and  stimulating  personal  interchange. 

What  are  the  implications  for  Monthly  Meet- 
ings and  for  individuals  when  we  recognize  that 
participation  in  Quarterly  Meeting  appears  limit- 
ed to  the  same  persons,  meeting  after  meeting,  and 
that  these  represent  less  than  one-half  the  number 
of  members  and  attenders  of  the  associated  Meet- 
ings? 

Whether,  and  to  what  degree,  these  Willamette 
Quarterly  Meeting  activities  have  aided  the  life 
of  Friends  and  associates  remains  an  open  ques- 
tion.

Apart  from  Australia,  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  is 
our  nearest  neighbor  and  in  our  Yearly  Meeting 
there  was  much  interest  in  your  efforts  to  send  a 
party  of  Friends  to  China.  Last  year,  Australian 
and  New  Zealand  Friends,  jointly,  sent  a party  of 
three  Friends  to  Indonesia  and  Malaysia  and  in 
our  Peace  session  at  Yearly  Meeting  we  were  con- 
cerned to  discover  in  what  way  we  could  maintain 
the  contacts  made. 

Like  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  we  vary  our  loca- 
tion from  year  to  year.  This  time,  the  Meeting  was 
held  at  Friends  School,  Wanganui,  following  a fine 
and  well-attended  Work  Camp.  The  camp  de- 
veloped a fellowship  which  prepared  an  atmos- 
phere for  the  gathering  that  followed.  It  was  a 
Yearly  Meeting  of  rich  fellowship  and  deep  unity. 

An  address  by  a much-loved  veteran  Friend, 
Dorothy  Johnson,  not  only  related  religion  and 
science  to  one  another  but,  out  of  her  life  experi- 
ence, the  speaker  brought  a challenge  to  Friends 
to  live  and  think  ecumenically. 

It  was  a largely  attended  Yearly  Meeting  and 


one  full  of  hope,  as  well  as  being  characterized  by 
a serious  approach  to  the  large  problems  at  home 
and  abroad  that  we  have  to  face.

Transportation:  Buses  arriving  from  Portland  will  be  met 
on  request,  if  indicated  on  registration  form. 

Time:  Oregon  is  on  Pacific  Daylight  Saving  Time. 
Register:  In  Dillon  Hall  upon  arrival.  Friends  may  check 
into  their  rooms  at  any  time  after  arrival. 

Meals:  Are  served  in  Dillon  Hall.  Times:  Breakfast,  7 to  8; 
Lunch,  12  to  1;  Dinner,  5:15  to  6:15.  Please  note  that 
dinner  is  the  first  meal  served  on  Saturday  or  Sunday 
for  those  arriving  for  meetings  on  either  day.  There  are 
cafes  in  the  vicinity.  The  last  meal  for  Yearly  Meeting 
will  be  lunch  on  August  18.  Those  desiring  partial  board 
will  please  list  meals  wanted,  with  days,  on  the  registra- 
tion form. 

Lodging:  Most  rooms  are  for  two,  with  a few  for  three 
persons.  Beds  will  be  made  up  by  the  College,  which  will 
supply  pillows,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  and  blankets. 
Guests  provide  their  own  towels  and  washcloths. 

No  fee  for  lodging  will  be  charged  for  those  under  21 
who  provide  their  own  cot,  sleeping  bag,  etc.  and  sleep 
in  the  same  room  with  two  members  of  their  family  who 
have  paid  for  lodging.  The  limit  is  four  persons  per  room, 
two  in  beds  and  two  on  the  floor,  and  this  arrangement 
is  available  only  in  rooms  assigned  as  family  groups,  ad- 
joining or  with  parents.  Those  wanting  this  plan  should 
specify  on  the  back  of  the  registration  form. 

Families  who  plan  to  take  advantage  of  the  Family 
Maximum  rate  should  bring  sleeping  bags  or  cots  for  as 
many  of  their  young  people  and  children  as  possible  un- 
der the  above  arrangement. 

An  effort  will  be  made  to  assign  dormitory  sections 
to  Junior  Friends  grouped  as  Junior  Highs  and  Senior 
Highs,  and  to  college  age  Young  Friends.  If  you  want  to 
be  assigned  to  such  a section,  please  indicate  on  the 
back  of  the  registration  form.  These  rooms  will  be  as- 
signed two  or  three  to  a room  occupying  college  beds; 
no  exceptions  will  be  permitted. 

Room-mate  preferences  should  be  listed  under  Spe- 
cial Need  or  on  the  back  of  the  form,  since  room  assign- 
ments will  be  made  before  Yearly  Meeting,  and  it  is  im- 
portant that  persons  occupy  the  room  assigned  them. 
Camping:  Is  available  in  an  open  field  near  the  dorm, 
using  dorm  lavatory  and  laundry  facilities.  This  is  a bare 
site,  with  no  tables  or  benches.  Cooking  is  to  be  on  camp 
stoves  only,  with  gasoline  or  bottled  gas.  Fire  regulations 
prohibit  open  fires. 

Junior  Friends  whose  parents  are  not  attending  Yearly 
Meeting  must  accompany  their  registration  form  with  a 
letter  of  recommendation  from  their  Monthly  Meeting 
Clerk.  Junior  Friends  must  sign  up  for  the  same  kind  of 
housing  as  their  parents  or  sponsors  (i.e.,  dorm  or 
camping).

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NEW  MEXICO  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

New  Mexico  Quarterly  Meeting  opened  with  a meeting 
for  worship  at  li  a.m.  on  May  22,  1966  in  Santa  Fe. 

Margaret  Simkin  (Los  Angeles  Meeting)  will  visit  Al- 
buquerque and  Las  Vegas  Meetings  early  in  June. 

Announcements  were  made  of  the  AFSC  Family  Camp 
at  Ghost  Ranch,  Abiquiu,  New  Mexico,  August  7-13,  and 
the  Sixth  Annual  Camp  Sierra  World  Affairs  Conference  at 
Shaver  Lake,  California,  June  25  to  July  2.  Dorehn  Bunt- 
ing will  be  New  Mexico  Quarterly  Meeting’s  representative 
to  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  with  Marion  Hoge  as  alternate. 

Las  Vegas  Meeting  expressed  thanks  for  the  past  visitors 
and  hopes  for  more.  The  Meeting  rented  their  Meeting 
House  to  the  Seventh  Day  Adventists  for  several  weeks, 
and  sent  the  proceeds  to  the  Friend  in  Washington  and 
for  work  in  Vietnam.  The  Meeting  feels  that  there  is  a void 
in  instructional  materials  for  use  in  First  Day  Schools.  It 
was  suggested  that  this  concern  be  presented  to  Yearly 
Meeting. 

Albuquerque  Meeting  reported  on  an  interview  Ted 
Hulbert  had  with  New  Mexico  Congressman  E.  S.  Walker. 
Congressman  Walker  expressed  concern  over  the  continu- 
ing escalation  of  the  war  in  Vietnam.  He  feels  that  as  a 
freshman  Congressman  he  has  little  influence.  He  is  in 
favor  of  negotiations,  and  feels  that  negotiation  without 
the  National  Liberation  Front  is  meaningless.  Walker  re- 
peatedly said  that  he  is  neither  a dove  nor  a hawk— that  he 
is  open,  uncertain,  and  feels  he  doesn’t  have  enough  re- 
liable information  to  form  a concrete  position  on  Vietnam. 
He  indicated  interest  in  AFSC’s  Peace  in  Vietnam,  and  a 
copy  was  given  to  him.  On  China,  he  agreed  that  Ameri- 
can initiatives  on  the  level  of  expressing  concern  for  the 
welfare  of  the  Chinese  are  needed  in  Congress.  As  a follow- 
up it  was  hoped  that  a copy  of  A New  China  Policy  could 
be  delivered  to  him  in  person  in  a few  weeks. 

Concerned  members  discussed  the  Armed  Forces  Day 
mock  battle  held  at  the  Coronado  Shopping  Center  in  Al- 
buquerque. The  Citizens  Convention  on  Vietnam  organ- 
izing committee  demonstrated  against  it. 

Albuquerque  Meeting  also  expressed  concern  for  the 
lack  of  materials  for  the  First  Day  School.  The  Adult  Study 
Group  has  been  reading  and  discussing  No  Time  But  This 
Present. 

Santa  Fe  Meeting  reported  that  another  sale  was  held 
of  Olive  Rush’s  books  and  art  work  to  help  pay  her  ongoing 
expenses  at  the  hospital  and  for  upkeep  of  her  property, 
where  Meetings  are  held.  Santa  Fe  Friends  are  consider- 
ing recommending  the  sale  of  the  property.  Olive  wanted 
it  to  become  a Friends  Center  for  Santa  Fe. 

On  April  17,  the  Meeting  held  a Memorial  Service  for 
William  Hove.  He  was  an  engineer  who  had  built  many 
bridges  and  roads  in  North  Vietnam.  He  died  in  Santa  Fe 
on  April  1. 

On  May  27,  a marriage  between  Charles  Thomas,  a 
birthright  Quaker,  and  Elaine  Worthington  is  planned 
under  the  care  of  the  Meeting. 

On  April  18,  when  news  was  received  that  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  had  ruled  in  favor  of  the  two  Arizona 
teachers  who  had  refused  to  sign  the  “loyalty  oath,”  a Santa 
Fe  newspaper  printed  an  editorial  denouncing  the  motives 
of  anyone  not  taking  the  oath.  However,  there  was  such 
overwhelming  opposition  to  this  stand  by  persons  writing 
to  the  editor  that  the  editorial  may  have  done  more  good 
than  harm.  The  letters  included  one  from  a Meeting  mem- 
ber explaining  the  traditional  Quaker  position  of  the 
Elfbrandts.

PROPOSAL  ON  VIETNAM 

(A  .suggestion  made  by  Friends  in  John  Day,  Ore- 
gon and  forwarded  by  Willamette  Quarterly 
Meeting  for  consideration  by  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing Friends.) 

We  believe  that  the  issue  of  peace  is  deserving 
of  the  very  best  that  we  can  give  it,  and  would  like 
to  suggest  a possible  method  of  achieving  some 
progress  toward  a solution: 

—Let  a group  of  five  people  be  chosen  who  are 
articulate,  who  are  dedicated  to  the  Quaker  way  of 
settling  diflFerences,  and  who  are  competent  and 
experienced  in  politics  or  public  relations  or  other 
fields  dealing  with  people  and  facts. 

—Let  this  group,  financed  by  whatever  organi- 
zations are  interested,  be  given  four  months  of  in- 
tensive full-time  training  in  the  Vietnamese  lang- 
uage, plus  history  and  culture,  including  the  study 
of  Buddhism’s  various  forms.  They  should  then 
continue  the  study  for  an  additional  three  to  five 
months  in  South  Vietnam,  making  every  effort  to 
become  able  to  discuss  politics  or  religion  or  con- 
troversial issues  in  the  Vietnamese  language;  they 
should  visit  cities  and  hamlets,  school  teachers  and 
businessmen,  montagnards  and  valley  people, 
farmers  and  cab-drivers,  government  officials  and 
\^arious  religious  leaders. 

By  this  time  the  group  should  be  able  to  see 
what  more  is  needed  to  prepare  themselves.  They 
might  also  have  developed  some  ideas  regarding 
possible  moves  toward  peace  which  would  seem 
workable  in  the  light  of  then-existing  circum- 
stances. They  would  also  be  in  a far  better  posi- 
tion to  be  not  only  heard  but  listened  to  on  both 
sides  of  the  world  and  on  both  sides  of  the  17th 
parallel. 

This  project  would  not  need  to  replace  other 
efforts  to  influence  public  opinion  at  home  and 
abroad,  but  we  feel  it  might  well  have  much  great- 
er impact  on  the  course  of  events. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 

CHINA  - THE  BIG  QUESTION  MARK 
We  have  read  with  interest  Russell  McArthur’s 
article  on  China  in  the  February  issue  of  the 
Friends  Bulletin.  I thought  when  I heard  him,  at 
the  last  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  he  might  have 
been  brainwashed  by  Peking,  as  it  was  all  too  love- 
ly and  perfect.  His  last  [article],  however,  I find 
more  realistic  and  suggestive  of  ways  people 
might  help  in  a difficult  situation. 
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. . . When  we  look  at  China  internationally,  we 
find  her  brand  of  Communism  rejected  in  1965  by 
Kenya,  Burundi,  Dahomey,  Upper  Volta,  Central 
African  Republic,  and  Ghana.  Relations  with 
Egypt  and  Algeria  were  strained.  Extreme  hostili- 
ty now  greets  China  in  Cuba  and  Indonesia. 

The  United  States  has  held  129  meetings  with 
Chinese  Communists  in  Warsaw.  Mr.  Rusk  says; 
“Each  time  the  United  States  suggests  serious 
talks  on  ending  the  war  in  Vietnam,  on  disarma- 
ment, or  on  any  other  subject,  the  other  side  keeps 
hanging  up  the  phone.” 

There  seems  to  be  unanimous  agreement  among 
China  experts  that  China  must  be  brought  into 
the  United  Nations.  China  must  be  contained  but 
not  isolated,  trade  relaxed,  travel  bans  removed. 
But  it  takes  two  to  make  a bargain. 

China  seems  to  prefer  the  frozen  relationship 
with  the  U.S.,  and  to  fear  the  United  Nations 
might  curtail  her  freedom  of  action. 

What  good  a group  of  visiting  Quakers,  old 
China  hands,  might  have  on  the  policies  of  the 
U.S.  and  China  is  not  visualized  here,  but  always 
there  is  hope  over  a long  time  period.  Our  feel- 
ing is  that,  as  this  is  largely  a political  question, 
our  aim  should  be  at  Washington,  even  though 
visitation  may  be  helpful. 

We  must  also  realize  that  the  Chinese  are  not  a 
free  people.  No  country  is  free  under  Communism, 
however  rosy  the  picture  may  be  painted.  In  most, 
if  not  all.  Communist  countries,  people  are  allow- 
ed to  see  what  the  powers  want  them  to  see,  so  we 
must  treat  with  caution  all  reports  that  come  from 
that  country.  Finally,  we  must  remember  that 
China  cannot  forget  her  grievances  against  the 
West  and  other  countries  which  have  done  her 
harm,  so  understanding  and  patience  must  be 
exercised.
